SICKNESS IN SOCIETY 

Efforts by a moderator to pre- 
vent a panelist from answering 
a question from the floor at a re- 
cent Oakland Town Meeting in- 
Gicate a sickness in our society. 

This sickness is our tendency 
to shun full-scale debate on our 
role in Vietnam. 

* Perhaps there is justification 
for a chairman who steers a dis- 
cussion around this explosive 
topic when it is not pertinent 
to the matter being considered. 

But the question at the town 
meeting was whether the panel- 
ist thought there was any rela- 
tionship between the war in 
Vietnam and the anti-poverty 
program. 

Since both major parties are 
collaborating on cutbacks of 
anti-poverty programs in order to 
avoid big tax raises to pay for 
the Vietnam war, it is very ob- 
vious that there is an essential 
relationship. 

This relationship is vital to 
any consideration of the future 

Success of the nation’s anti-pov- 
erty programs.

QUESTION OF PRIORITIES 

The point is not whether or 
not our present role in Vietnam 
is justified. The point is that 
those in power in Washington 
are pulling our punches against 
poverty in order to wage a big- 
ger war in Vietnam. 

There is no reason why we 
can’t fight both wars adequate- 
ly. Many of us believe a bigger 
war on poverty is more vital to 
the nation’s well-being than a 
bigger war in Vietnam. But if 
the majority wants both, we 
should make the sacrifices nec- 
essary to win both wars. 

The key to fighting poverty, 
of course, is creation of more 
permanent, well-paid jobs, and 
training of those who now lack 
the qualifications to get and keep 
decent jobs. 

Since the Vietnam war is stim- 
ulating our economy, more jobs 
are being created. In fact, there 
are shortages of some skills. 
The answer, then, is ta.train the 
“hard core’ unemployed and 
help them find work so they can 
share in this prosperity. 

* Overhaul poverty programs 
wherever necessary to make 
them meet this purpose. But do 
not overlook the fact that there 
is a vital link between the two 
wars the United States is fight- 
ing — one at home, and one 
across the Pacific Ocean.

Gains in boycott 
of Perelli-Minetti 


Three major breakthroughs were reported this week in the 
growing nationwide consumer boycott against wines and brandies 
made from grapes of Perelli-Minetti, big Delano area grower. 

After extensive consumer picketing at Southern California out- 
lets, two important distributors have agreed to stop handling the 
products until the dispute is settled. 

The distributors were identified by a spokesman for the AFL- 
CIO United Farm Workers Organizing Committee as Young’s and 
Bohemian. 

THRIFTY STORES 

A third important victory was the agreement by Thrifty drug 
stores not to handle Perelli-Mine¢ti products until an agreement 
is reached with UFWOC. 

UFWOC officials said this means that Thrifty’s 284 stores will 
stop handling the unfair firm’s products. 

In addition, it was reported that hundreds of small liquor 
stores in various parts of the state have removed wines and 
brandies from Perelli-Minetti grapes from their shelves, and a 
number of hotels have stopped serving the products.

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HOW TO BUY 


Small investors & mutual funds

After seven years of investiga- 
tion and debate, the Securities 
and Exchange Commission—the 
government agency in charge of 
policing the investment industry 
—has issued its long-awaited re- 
port on mutual funds. 

It says what we told you 14 
years ago and many timss since: 

(1) Many mutual funds charge 
small investors too big a sales 
commission, and 

(2) 
plan, under which you forfeit a 
part of your investment if you 
discontinue before you complete 
your contract, is quite unfair to 
small investors. 

A “mutual fund” is an invest- 
ment company that pools the in- 
vestments of many people and 
buys stocks with them. Many 
wage earners hoping to increase 


’ their retirement savings have 


bought shares in mutual funds. 
For a small saver who does not 
have the knowledge to buy 
stocks outright, mutual funds do 
have the advantage of providing 
professional management and 
diversification, 

Mutual funds do not eliminate 
the risks of stock market invest- 
ment, since the value of their 
shares inevitably sinks when the 
stock market in general goes 
down. But the diversification 
they provide is helpful for small 


investors so they don’t put all, 


their eggs in one stock. 

The trouble is that the invest- 
ment industry made a hard-sell 
game out of a basically good 
idea, by charging small investors 
a sales commission of usually 
8 to 9 per cent. 

‘IF YOU INVEST $2,000 and the 
sales fee is 9 per cent, you really 
get just $1,820 worth of shares. 
Assuming the fund pays divi- 
dends of about 4 per cent, it 
would take over two years to re- 
cover that sales fee without con- 
sidering possible gain or loss in 
the value of the shares them- 
selves. 

In contrast, direct purchases 
of stocks involve smaller broker- 
age fees, ranging from less than 
1 per cent for large purchases to 


6 per cent for purchases under | 


$100 (also not an economical way 
to invest). 

The SEC has proposed to Con- 
gress that these “excessive” sales 
commissions be reduced. The 
agency points out that the typi- 
cal sales charge on the average 
mutual fund purchase is more 
than five times the cost of buy- 
ing and selling an equivalent 
stock priced at $40 a share. The

|charge be limited to 5 per cent 
(even that is high). 

ANOTHER HARMFUL practice 
that needs to be remedied, the 
| SEC told Congress, is the penalty 
involved when a small investor 
signs a contract to buy mutual 
fund shares and does not com- 
plete the contract. 

As we previously warned, if an 
‘inexperienced family does not 
|read the contract closely, they 
may not understand that if they 
‘discontinue at the end of the 
|first year, they can lose from 35 
'to 50 per cent of the money put 
in so far. : 

This is because a large part of 
the initial payments go to pay 
ithe salesman and dealer their 
commissions. Such contracts are 
|/known in the investment trade 
jas “front end load.” 

In fact, any time you had to 
discontinue during the first few 
years—for example, if you suf- 
‘fered a work cutback or had un- 
expected medical expenses—you 
would forfeit part of your invest- 
|ment. 

EVEN IF you complete the 
plan, you would have less money 
accumulated than if you simply 
had invested the same amounts 
under the “voluntary” method 
of buying, on which you simply 


pay the sales commission each 


time you invest. 
That’s because a smaller pro- 


portion of your periodic invest- | 
ment goes to work for you right | 


away under the contractual plan, 
since a large part is paid to the 
salesman immediately. 

The SEC said one of the worst 
evils of the contractual plan is 
that it encourages high pressure 
selling by salesmen. 


SOME MUTUAL FUND dealers 
have threatened they are going 
to press Congress to reject the 
SEC’s proposed reforms. They 


‘put the heat on President John- 
ison through such political con- 
|tacts as Texas Governor Connal- 
lly, who has mutual fund connec- 
|tions. They also have allies in 
| Several senators. 


| After previous articles, we were 


jblistered by a number of mutual 
|fund dealers and salesmen. Some 
\of their arguments are valid. But 
|mutual funds will be even more 
/useful and salable if the excesses 
are corrected. 

To the best of our knowledge

DR. WHITLOCK guides the 
family and consumer sciences 
program for the U.C. Agricultur- 
al Extension Service. 

He says transportation and 
medical costs can take up to 40 
per cent of the average family’s 
income. 

Plugging the “little leaks” can 
help a lot, Dr. Whitlock says. 
Don’t buy a car costing more 
than one-fourth of your yearly 
gross income. Be sure the com- 
bined total of your car payments, 
auto license and car insurance 
isn’t more than 10 per cent of 
your income. 

Keep the amount you spend 
for gasoline, oil and car repaizs 
| to within 7 to 8 per cent of your 
income. 

To reduce transportation costs, 
|Dr. Whitlock suggests you drive 
jless, drive more carefully, keep 
; your car in good repair, and “re- 
discover” walking.

Big labor legislative program 
in state despite the election! 


The 1967 legislative program 
of the California Labor Federa- 
tion has been adopted. 

It was approved during qa re- 
cent three day meeting of the 
federation’s Executive Council in 
Los Angeles. 

The legislative program is 
based on resolutions and policy 
statements passed at the federa- 
tion’s convention last August. 

Apparently referring to the 
fact that this was before the elec- 
tion, Secretary-Treasurer Thom- 
as L. Pitts said success “will de- 
pend to a greater extent than 
ever on the degree of unity, dedi- 
cation and effort organized labor 
is able to muster in the months 
immediately ahead.” 

Pitts said the 1967 legislative 
program is aimed at “strength- 
ening, expanding and protecting 
the wages and working condi- 
tions of all Californians despite 
the prospect of increased opposi- 
tion by special interest groups.” 

The program includes: 

e Collective bargaining for 
farm and hospital workers and 
others now denied this right. 

e A state fair labor standards 
act with a $2 minimum wage. 

e A state probe of hospital and 
medical costs. 

e A mandatory state rehabili- 
tation program for those injured 
in on-the-job accidents, 

e A state law against use of 
professional strikebreakers. 

e Repeal of the Winton Act, 
which denies effective repxesen- 
tation rights to Teachers. 

e Extension of unemployment 
insurance to farm workers and 
others now excluded, 

SOCIAL INSURANCE 

e In the social insurance field, 
the State AFLCIO will seek legis- 
lation to: 

e Provide pregnancy benefits 
during hospitalization under the 
worker-paid state disability in- 
surance program. 

e Increase the amount of 
earnings.on which payments are 
made to $15,000, and 

e End the so-called trade dis- 
pute disqualification provision in 
the disability program. 
HIGHER BENEFITS 

The legislative program calls 
for increasing unemployment in- 
surance benefits to $80 and cov- 
erage for workers presently ex- 
cluded. 

It also calls for extension of 
unemployment benefits to 39 


weeks and inclusion of tips in 
computing wages on which un- 
/employment and disability bene- 
| fits are based. 

The State AFLCIO will, in ad- 
dition, seek to increase maximum 
permanent disability benefits, 
eliminate the requirement that 
five members of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Appeals Board be 
lawyers and extend the work- 
men’s compensation program to 
domestic workers. 

Other legislative goals to be 
;sought, according to Pitts, are: 

e Collective bargaining agree- 
ments by state and local agen- 
cies. 

e Overtime pay for public em- 
ployees.

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A directive from Mr. R. E. Liv- 
ingston, secretary of the General 
Executive Board of the United 
Brotherhood, received this week, 
States:

“Your local union is therefore 
directed to adjust its dues ac- 
cordingly and to increase its 
present per capita tax payable to 
the United Brotherhood by the 
amount of twenty-five cents per 
month (25 cents), effective Jan. 
1, 1967. All local unions shall in- 
>|clude the twenty-five cents per 
capita tax in their remittance 
for the month of January for 
all beneficial, semi-beneficial and 
non-beneficial members.” 

Therefore, the present $7 dues 
rate will be $7.25 effective Jan. 
1, 1967.

Unions which are trying in good faith to promote equal 
rights—both in their hiring halls and elsewhere—should view 
with considerable suspicion the statements made this week by 
Herbert Hill, national labor secretary for the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People. 

The NAACP is one of the responsible civil rights organi- 
zations. The AFLCIO and many of its civil rights-minded 
unions have been trying to cement a lasting alliance against 
bigotry in all parts of American life with such groups. 

But the NAACP’s labor secretary has a habit of firing 
broadsides at the entire labor movement, instead of picking his 
targets with the care called for in such a complex situation. 


In this newspaper, we have in the past cited charges made 
by Hill which have later turned out to be unfounded. 


This is in no way to apologize for, or to protect the ugly

What we are saying is that Hill would find more support

In other words, instead of accusing all the unions in the | 
construction and culinary industries of discriminating, Hill | 
should tell which ones discriminate in a particular area. And he | 
should prove his charges that they do. 


Also, it is well known that unions have answered discrim- 
ination charges by citing job shortages or lack of qualified ap- | 
prenticeship applicants. Hill's charges would carry more weight 
with non-discriminating unions~and the public at large—if he | 
dealt with these claims fairly. 

Unfair charges are a disservice to those of us in labor who | 
are sincerely trying to make this country a better place for all 
—regardless of race, religion or national origin, 


The education of Ronald 


Californians are witnessing the education of Ronald 
Reagan. 


After campaigning ona right-wing economy-in-government 
plank, Reagan and his advisers are now learning they will 
be lucky if they can get by without raising taxes. 

In modern urban society, there are needs which must, of 
necessity, be met by government. These needs are growing. The 
costs of filling them are growing. And public pressure for meet- 
ing society's needs does not let up. 

The second phase of Reagan's ordeal by learning from ex- 
perience has begun. One of his campaign pledges was to get rid 
of all the super-agency heads in state government. Reagan is 
backing down on this, too. 

He now says he will not fill the four posts created by execu- 
tive order by his predecessor, Governor Edmund G. (Pat) 
Brown. But he will fill the four created by the Legislature. 


The implication is that action by the Legislature would be 
needed to do anything else. This is gubernatorial ledgermain. 
Reagan could just refuse to fill the posts. If he sincerely felt

These are but two of the start- 
ling conclusions reached by Will 
Scoggins, a former Fulbright 
scholar and now a community 
college teacher, after an intens- 
ive study of 33 textbooks used in 
social studies classes in Los An- 
geles high schools. 

In a blistering indictment sup- 
porting organized labor’s claim 


\that it has been short-changed 


in the classrooms of the nation, 
Scoggins did a 110- page report 
on “Labor in Learning; Public 
School Treatment of the Worid 
of Work,” focusing attention on 
social studies requirements for 
U.S. history in the llth grade, 
and U.S. government and Ameri- 
can problems in the 12th grade. 

Scoggins’ survey reviewed both 
textbooks and teaching of some 
35 “labor topics” ranging from 
collective bargaining to poverty, 
and from productivity to the 
status of corporations. 

“Not a single labor topic, ex- 
cept industrial vs. craft unions, 
was adequately described or ex- 
plained in the majority of the 
textbooks,” Scoggins noted. “Not 
a single U.S. history text did 
more than mention the political 
activities of unions, both histor- 
ically and presently—despite the 
fact that the very educationad 
institution the student now occu- 
pies is, at least in part, a result 
of such activities. 

“Only two history texts went 
beyond mentioning the all-im- 
portant labor-management prac-

ILWU post-Christmas bonuses 


Longshoremen on the Pacific Coast are getting $1,200 
post-Christmas bonuses. The ILWU-PMA Mechanication and 
Modernization Fund, negotiated in 1960, has a surplus. Obvi- 
ously, this surplus exists because automation has caused fewer 
layoffs and early retirements than expected. And this, in turn, 
is very largely because of the shipping boom caused by the esca- 
kation of United States war efforts in Vietnam. 

The moral of this story seems to be that we can live with 
automation in booming times. 

The question to be answered is: 

If and when the U.S. war effort subsides, will government 
action to meet peacetime needs—such as schools, housing and 
mass transportation—keep the economy booming?

NOT JUST BOOKS 

But, emphasized Scoggins, 
“What is also most distressingly 
missing in the classroom is not 
just the basic information. It is 
the will to teach the subject of 
labor and the will to learn it...” 

Scoggins started” his” survey 
with a question: “What are these 
young people being taught about 
what it means to be an em- 
ployee?” 

His answer: “Young people are 
being taught, albeit with a melo- 
dramatic emphasis, what it

PART OF BLAME

know members of the school 
boards or administrators, either 
socially or professionally. In fact, 
only six per cent of school board 
members belong to unions. 

“Certainly,” Scoggins empha- 
sizes, “the schools have felt little 
pressure from labor’s ranks to 
alter their approach to the teach- 
ing of social studies.” 


Evils exaggerated 


A sharp slap at school text- 
books that either accentuate the 
negative about organized labor 
or omit any reference at all to 
the labor movement’s contribu- 
tion to the nation’s development 
was delivered by state AFLCIO 
leader Thomas L. Pitts in an ad- 
dress to hundreds of educators 
participating in the annual con- 
vention of the California Associ- 
ation for Supervision and Cur- 
riculum Development at the 
Sheraton-Palace Hotel in San 
Francisco. 


Pointing out that “98 per cent 
of all labor-management con- 
tracts run their course without 
work stoppages of any kind” and 
“that during. the 1960’s, time lost 
by strikes has averaged less than 
one-half of one per cent of the 
total time worked in a year,” 
Pitts said that a review of hun- 
dreds of primary and secondary 
school texts by the staff of the 
California Labor Federation, 
AFLCIO, during the last few 
years has failed to turn up a sin- 
gle reference to these significant, 
positive facts, 

Instead, he said, the term “la- 
bor union” most commonly ap- 
pears “only in juxtaposition with 
such words as ‘violence,’ ‘strike,’ 
‘anger,’ ‘vicious’ and ‘bitter.’ — 
Calif. AFLCIO News.
